ISS astronaut to join in Jamboree on the 
Air 

This year's Jamboree On The Air takes place on 
15 and 16 October. NA1SS, which is the International 
Space Station, is going to be on the air throughout the 
JOTA weekend. 

Astronaut Mike Fossum, KF5AQG, who is also a 
Scoutmaster, is going to be on the air during breaks 
from his work schedule. He should be 
available on most of the passes around the world. The 
uplink is 145.200 MHz and the downlink is 145.800 
MHz, both plus and minus Doppler shift as the ISS 
passes overhead. 

Within this year's JOTA, an emergency commu- 
nications exercise will take place on Saturday, 15 Octo- 
ber in the afternoon, European time zone. This simu- 
lated emergency test will include the Headquarters 
station, HB9S, of the World Organization of the Scout 
Movement, which will be operated by amateurs from 
five different countries.

500 kHz - WRC-12 Agenda Item 1.23 latest 


On the IARU Region 1 website Colin Thomas, G3PSM, reports on progress in Mainz to- 
wards an Amateur Radio allocation in the vicinity of 500 kHz. 

WRC12 Agenda Item 1.23 says "To consider an allocation of about 15 kHz in parts of the 
band 415-526.5 kHz to the amateur service on a secondary basis, taking into account the need 
to protect existing services;" 

The CEPT Conference Preparatory Group Project Team C (CPG PT C) meeting took place 
in Mainz, Germany and Colin Thomas, G3PSM, reports: 

At its meeting between 26 and 29 September 2011 the CEPT project team approved a 
draft ECP for an 8 kHz-wide band between 472 and 480 kHz. 

This draft ECP now goes to CEPT’s Conference Preparatory Group for formal ratification 
in November. This breakthrough, at the 11" and final meeting of the project team, occurred with 
the submission by the UK's Ofcom of an RSGB-drafted compromise ECP proposal supported by 
France and Sweden. But the prospect of an agreed CEPT position is good progress, representing 
a 48-country block vote going into next year’s WRC-12. It needs to be noted that the draft ECP 
comes with significant caveats to avoid interference to the primary user, as well as the existing 
secondary user services. These are the maritime and aeronautical radio navigation services re- 
spectively. As secondary users, we would also not be afforded any protection. It should be 
acknowledged that we have had support from a number of Region 1 national societies in getting 
to this position. 

John Gould, G3WKL, represents RSGB on the UK delegation with Ulrich Mueller, DK4VW, 
from the DARC on the German delegation. The CEPT Co-ordinator for this agenda item is Colin 
Thomas, G3PSM.

World’s youngest nation joins ITU 

The International Telecommunication Union has announced that the world’s newest 
country, South Sudan, has joined the ITU to become the Union’s 193rd Member State, effective 
from 3 October 2011. 

The country, which gained its independence on 9 July, 2011 has already been allocated 
the international dialling code +211 by the ITU, following the country’s recognition by the UN 
General Assembly. The dialling code became active on 28 September. 

“We are delighted to be able to welcome South Sudan as an ITU member state so soon 
after attaining full nationhood. The government of South Sudan clearly recognizes the im- 
portance of information and communication technology (ICT) as an engine of social and eco- 
nomic development. We will work alongside the national authorities to leverage the power of 
technology, to help lift the country to new levels and fulfill the national motto of ‘Justice, Liberty, 
Prosperity’,” said ITU Secretary-General Dr Hamadoun Touré, HB9EHT. 

The accession of South Sudan as an ITU Member State implies its adhesion to the Radio 
Regulations, the international treaty which governs the use of radiocommunications among the 
world’s nations, giving it full access rights to the frequency spectrum and satellite orbit re- 
sources managed by ITU. 

A high-level ITU delegation led by Brahima Sanou, Director of ITU’s Telecommunication 
Development Bureau, recently met with government ministers in South Sudan with the aim of 
acquiring first-hand information on the country’s needs and challenges in the area of ICT devel- 
opment. The first such visit by ITU, the mission paves the way for the delivery of focused assis- 
tance to the country as it embarks on its development path.

5 MHz station in Greece 

After three years of negotiation the Radio Amateur Association of Greece has been given 
permission for its headquarters club station, SZ1SV, to use the channel centred on 5 400 kHz. 

SZ1SV is permitted to use 5 398.5 to 5 401.5 kHz for SSB, CW and digital modes, with a 
maximum power of 100 W. Since the permission is based upon propagation studies, the Greek 
association is planning to operate a beacon, somewhat similar to the RSGB 5 MHz chain, when 
the station is not being used for contacts. 

The RSGB has been working closely with Manos, SV1IW, President of the Radio Amateur 
Association of Greece, on their planned usage of this channel for beaconing, so that this can exist 
alongside our and others usage of the channel for QSOs. Plans for the beacon have yet to be fi- 
nalised, but it will likely operate every 15 minutes, with an alternating CW and PSK31/PSK63 
identifier. The beacon may be capable of being remotely switched as a further measure to min- 
imise interference to other users of the channel.

DX Code of Conduct 


I will listen, and listen, and then listen again before calling. 
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I will only call if I can copy the DX station properly. 
I will not trust the DX cluster and will be sure of the DX station's call sign before calling. 
I will not interfere with the DX station or anyone calling and will never tune up on the DX frequency or in 
the QSX slot. 
I will wait for the DX station to end a contact before I call. 
I will always send my full call sign. 
I will call and then listen for a reasonable interval. I will not call continuously. 
I will not transmit when the DX operator calls another call sign, not mine. 
I will not transmit when the DX operator queries a call sign not like mine. 
I will not transmit when the DX station requests geographic areas other than mine. 
When the DX operator calls me, I will not repeat my call sign unless I think he has copied it incorrectly. 
I will be thankful if and when I do make a contact. 
I will respect my fellow radio amateurs and conduct myself so as to earn their respect.
